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eduction of the Torritorj of 
Caledonia into the Colony of 
British Columbia.

Tho May number of "Blackwood's 
Magazine" contains a concluding no- 
tice of the volume of Parliamentary 
speeches of the late Lord Lytton, ro- 
oontly published, which deserves more 
than a puasin^ notice from the peoplo 
of Canada, showing, us it does, how 
intimately the no bio lord's policy, 
while a mlmbSr of tho British Govern- 
ment, is connected with the extension 
of. the Canadian Dominion from the 
Atlantic Ocean on the east, to the Pa- 
cific on tho west. Id will bo rernoin- 
berod that he was Colonial Secretary 
in the Ministry of Lord Derby, in 
1858, and the article before us sug- 
gests, since ho neither wrote nor Bpoke 
on Colonial questions prior to that 
date, that ho had paid no special atten 
tion to the subject until the duties of 
of his oflico demanded that ho should. 
If this be tho fact, it must bo admit- 
ted to bo surprising how thoroughly 
he managed to master it. What 
makes his Colonial policy, and his ideas 
rogarding Colonies generally, a sub- 
ject of particular importance to us in 
Canada, is tho fact that tho occasion 
of his first Parliamentary speech on 
the question was when, ns Colonial 
Secretary, he introduced the measure 
which, as "Blackwood" puts it, "re- 
sulted iu tho organization of the new 
Colony of British Columbia," then 
known a3 tho Territory of New Calo- 
donia. Vancouver Island had already 
been organized as a dependency of tho 
British Crown, with a Government 
and a Governor, but at the time Lord 
Lytton -made his "debut" as a speak- 
er on colonial questions thoro was no 
constituted authority on the mainland. 
The circumstances which made neces- 
sary tho speech, and tho measure in 
connection with which it was deliver- 
ed, were the discovery of gold iu New- 
Caledonia, and the consequent largo 
immigration which was attracted to 
the territory. A largo proportion of 
the immigrants were from the United 
States, they were not tho very best 
characters on the face of tho earth, 
and it was porhaps almost unnecessary 
for the writer of the review before us 
to say that they wore not very likely 
to settle down into a harmonious and 
orderly community of their own mere 
motion. The diggings, whether in Brit- 
ish Columbia, California or Austra- 
lia, have always been noted, not only 
for the doubtful character of the 
great majority of those who 
froqiiout them in quest of wealth, 
but for the dreadful and tragic nature 
• f tho crimes which, under tho strict- 
est possible surveillance, are of every 
day occurrence. In this instance tho 
danger did not lie alone in the cer- 
tainty of feuds arising among tho 
diggers themselves. Tho Indians, aa 
a matter of course, were hostile to tho 
intruders; tho white settlers of tho 
Hudson's Bay Company wore friendly 
to tho red men; an al banco between 
the Indians and these whito settlers, 
offensive and defensive, against tho 
new comers, was actually consummat- 
ed; and as tho largo majority of tho 
latter were American citizens, any 
collisions between them, in tho ab- 
sence of an established authority, 
might load to tho interference of tho 
United States and Groat Britain. It 
was in order to prevent tho possibilitp 
of those complications that Lord Lyt 
ton was compelled to turn his atten- 
tion more particularly to tho subject 
of establishing, governing, and main- 
taining this new colony. Tho maa- 
Buro which ho introduced to moot tho 
necessities of tho circumstances was 
of a provisional, naturo, but Lord 
Lytton predicted that, oven should 
tho expectations which had boon 
formed of tho gold holds fall short, of 
realization, tho other groat natural 
rosourcoH of the country of which ho 
gavo an iutorosting account, would 
attract a population more stable and 
industrious than mero gold-hunters, 
who would soon bo in a position to ac- 
cept tho responsibility of solf-govorn- 
mont. It had already boon decided, 
in the case of Vancouvor Island, that 
tho Crown would not establish any 
othor form of Legislature than an 
olective Lower and a nominative Up- 
porJHouso, and Lord Lytton, while 
thinking it Hcarcoly advisablo to. giyo 
the powor of complete solf-govern- 
mont to tho promiscuous population 
which hid just taken possession of tho 



gold region, made provision for tho 
establishment of froo institutitions at 
tho earliost practicable moment. "His 
^chemo," says tho writer in "Black- 
wood," "was therefore to ompowor tho 
Crown, for a period of fivo years, to 
make laws for tho district by Orders 
in Council, and to establish a Legis- 
lature consisting, in tho meantime, of 
a Governor alone, but with authority 
to the Crown to establish, either by 
itself or through tho Governor, a re- 
presentative assembly and a nomina- 
tive council, aB soon as the means of do- 
ing so presented themselves, even should 
that happen before tho five years' 
limit had expired." Tho writortruth- 
fully remarks that tho establishment 
of tho colony was undoubtedly tho 
most "imoortant of Lord Lytton's 
measures as Colonial Secretary." Ho 
adds that "as such ho regarded it with 
justifiable pride, and it is characteris- 
tic of tho man that be never ceased to 
take tho warmest interest iu its his- 
tory, systematically informing himself 
of its jjrogress, and appearing as its 
champion at a crisis when incorpora- 
tion with the Dominion of Canada 
seemed to him to bo premature, con- 
trary to tho welfare of the colony, and 
apt to produce a unanimous demand 
on the part of tho colonists for annex- 
ation to tho United States." It is 
quite unnecessary at this day to dis- 
cuss tho correctness or error of tho 
noblo lord's view on the tendency, or 
otherwise, towards annexation to 
the United States which the dovolow- 
iront of this great confederation in- 
volved. 

It is difficult to soe how tho writer 
in "Blackwood" can claim to bo con- 
sistent with himsolf without proving 
the subject of his reviow inconsistent, 
howover, when ho tells us, on tho one 
hand, that Lord Lytton saw, at t'le 
time when he introduced his bill for 
the orection of British Columbia into 
a colony, the prospect looming up 
in the future that it should 
eventually bocomo Canada's outlet to the 
Pacific; and on tho other, that His Lord- 
ship iu later years strenuously opposed 
the incorporation of tho colony with the 
Dominion. It is very evident, too, well 
ns Lord Lytton informed himself on col- 
onial matters when onco his attention 
was turned to thorn, and especially well 
informed *s he endeavoured to bo with 
regard to the colony which ho had him- 
solf been tho means of erecting, that he 
took pretty much of a novelist's viow of 
British Columbia. In tho speech to which 
reference has already been made, ho gave 
a most glowing picture of the new El 
Dorado. Its climate was described as 
moro genial and equable than that of 
England, with large portions of land of 
exceeding fertility, grout mineral wealth 
— including what he characterized as an 
inexhaustible supply of the most valuable 
kind of ooal — abundant fisheries, forenlH 
of timber especially adapted to ship- 
building, snd a maritime situation so 
important that ho thought' it entitled to 
bo considered the key of the Pacific. We 
by no means admit that Up to the present 
time this estimate of British Columbia 
has boon shown to be one wit leas than 
the factB justified, but Lord Lytton ap- 
pears to bare entirely overlooked a con- 
»idoration which has a most important 
bearing upon tho valuf. of tho resources 
ho so olo<jnently described —tho difficulty 
of dovoloping them. All things con- 
sidered, however, this reminiscence of 
tho groat author is a pleasant one, and 
tho important part ho played in laying 
the foundations of one of the Provinces 
of this Dominion entitles him to a place 
in tho estimation of Canadians if not 
greater, at least of n different nature, 
from that he already occupies as a novel 
ist and a scholar.

Mr Blake's "Negotiations " 

In tho Ottawa Houue of Commons, 
last winter, Mr. Blako stated that the 
now terms made with 33ri tibh Columbia 
would not bo binding on cither Gov- 
ernment without legislation. In his 
speech before his constituents on the 
20th inst., Mr. Blake referred to the 
mediation of Lord Carnarvon as an 
"attempted settlement," thus showing 
that he still adhered to tho opinion 
that, as tho now terms lacked the one 
essential prescribed by constitutional 
usage and precedent to give them lifo 
they had fallen stillborn, and must bo 
regarded as nover having '"possessed 
vitality. If wo" assume Mr. Blako's 
opinion to be a correct one, we grant 
that our Governmont, in refusing to 
refer tho new terms to the Assembly 
for legislation defeated their own pol- 
icy and repudiated their own arrauge.- 
ment; that in successfully evading a 
sacred obligation imposed upon them 
by a unanimous voto of tho House, 
they secured their salaries for another 
twolvemonth, but wrecked tho Island 
railway and delayed railway construc- 
tion on the Mainland indefinitely. ^Ve 
■tated months ago that tho Ministry 
had been guilty of a grave political 
crimo in denying that there had boon 
any alteration of the old terms, when 
every child in tho Province acquainted 
with his ABC knew that thero had 
been very important alterations iu- 
dood. Aceoptiug, wo say, Mr. Blako's 
opinion as correct (and we would not 
lightly weigh it) wboro does Brit- 
ish Columbia stand to-day ? If the 
negotiations with Lord Carnarvon 
were only an "attempt" at a "settle- 
ment," in what position does British 
Columbia find horself now ? Doos 
sho not stand upon tho old terms with 
the ton-yoar limit for through railway 
construction? Yos; tho case stands 
just where it did before Mr. "Walkem 
wont to London on an errand tho 
fruit of which his own selfishness (or 
that of his advisers) has not allowed 
the Province to gather. One year 
dissipated at a heavy expense to the 
country, another year slipping ra- 
pidly away with no signs of tho com- 
mencement of railway work, and our 
Local Government actually preparing 
to borrow money of our debtor! Pro- 
paring to place us in tho powor of 
Canada at a time when Canada is in 
in our power! Preparing to surren- 
der all our treaty-rights — to surrender 
the splendid vantage-ground which 
wo occupy upon tho Old Terms — to 
yield every position that wo carried 
with Confederation ! To barter away 
tho immediato commencement of a 
railway that would cost $00,000,000 of 
dollars to construct to the Rocky 
Mountains— for what ? The loan of a 
paltry $840,000 to be used in brib- 
ing tho constituencies at tho 
approaching general elections! 
Tho railway is worth to the Province 
all tho roads that have been construct- 
ed in British Columbia or that will be 
constructed there during the next 50 
years. Start railroad work in earnest 
and the impetus that would bo given 
to every branch of industry, the ad- 
vance that would take placo in real- 
estate, the confidence that would be 
infused into every mind, would be 
worth as much to the commonwealth 
as tho railroad itself. We arc told by 
tho mouthpiece of tho Local Govern- 
mont that its patrons have not been 
asked to enter into any negotiations 
with Canada for recasting the new 
terms. This statement may or may 
not be true. People have not as yet 
forgot the shufflings and denials of a 
year ago with respect of the Edgar ne- 
gotiations. But let us accept the or- 
gan's statement as correct. Let us 
say that no negotiations have boon cater- 
ed upon by Columbia. Then tho nego- 
tiations referred to by Mr. Blako "ns at 
pruhcut going on," must bo between 
Great Britain and Canada. It is just 
poBHiblo, therefore, that those negotia- 
tions instead of pointing to a recast or 
repudiation of tho new terms moy mean 
that Great Britain has boon asked by Ca- 
nada to sharo a portion of the burthen 
imposod by tho pledge to construct tho 
transcontinental railway and that such 
will bo found to bo tho object of Mr. 
Mackenzie's \isit to England. Mr. 
Blako says that "preliminary to his ao- 
ceptanco of oillco discussions wero enter- 
ed upon which resulted in an agreement 
on ft policy * * * which would be 
found Butisfactory to tho country." With 
■whom was this "agreement" made ? Tho 
British Columbia Government say, Not 
•with us. Now, if that "agreement" 
meant another alteration of tho terms, 
would not tho British Columbia Govern- 
ment bo first consulted with respect to a 
proposed change? Assuming, therefore, 
that tlioro have boon no negotiations or 
agreement entered into by our Govorn- 
rriont; and assuming, also, that this Pro- 
vince is not n» yet hopelessly involved in 



debt to Canada, thoro is? still room for tho 
iudulgoneo of tho hope that tho negotia- 
tions reforred to are of a financial nature, 
and do not include (mother rocast of tho 
tennis. In any caso, whilst wo await fur- 
ther developments, tho popular voico 
should bo raisod in vigorous condemna- 
tion of tho policy of tho Local Govern- 
mont to borrow nearly 31,000,000 from 
Cuuada. If we aro nottohave tho railway, 
tho Province wants to bo freo to move 
w-tl. out being woighed down b}' a debt 
that sho will bo unable to throw oIT. Let 
us keep our heads out of tho financial 
nooso, or wo may find ourselves 'ero loiif? 
in tho position of Sterno's starling, whkh 
poeltod away at tho bars of its cago all 
ilny long and sling, " / can't get out! leant 
(jet out!"

Total Loss of the U. S. War- 
Ship Saranao 



Mr. George, vilot, ainl Lieut. Saun- 
ders, of the U. S. H. Sarnnnc, \ihich ves- 
sel Bailed from San Francisco on tlio 8th 
inst. bound for Alaska to collect articlos 
for the Centennial Exhibition, arriv 1 in 
town on Saturday afternoon via Saanloli, 
to report her total loss in Seymour Nar- 
rows, on Tuesday morning last at 8:45 
o'clock, through .striking a rock in Sey- 
mour Narrows. The steamer was going 
at a 11 knot rate and struck very hoavily 
on her port side. She commenced to 
make -water immediately, swnng round 
and hung on for a fow minutes, when 
the engines were started ut full spdod. 
The ship got c' car of the rock and was 
headed for Vancouver Island shore, where 
her nose rested on the rocks and the ad- 
ditional precaution of getting out a cahlo 
to steady her was taken. All hands pro- 
pared to abandon the vessol, which was 
thou settling down rapidly by the stern. 
A few stores, a liltlo baggage and cloth- 
ing, were saved; but before any eiTootho 
steps could bo taken toward saving the 
valuablo property on board tho ship sud- 
denly broke-loose from herfasteniugs and 
went clown sternforemost, disappearing 
from Tiew in one cf the deepest parts of 
the narrows, bus than 100 feet from 
shore, just as the last man left her dock 
in safety. The rock on which tho Sara- 
nao ran is the famous ono so often men- 
tioned with the project of a railway bridge 
At tho time of the disaster thorn woro 14 
feet of water on tho rocks. Lieutenant 
Saunders and the pilot caruo on to Saan- 
iph by canQQ and walked from Saauich to 
Victoria through tho pitiless storm of 
Sunday. Admiral Cochrane dispatched 
H.M.S. Myrmidon to tho Narrows yos- 
terday morning to render all tho assist- 
ance to the officers and crew of the lost 
ship,, who ara encamped on tho shore 
near where tho steamer wont down; and 
tho Hudson Day Company sent their 
steamer Otter to the same locality to 
bring down the property savod from tho 
•wreck. Tho Saranao was a sidowheol 
steamer of 1300 tons, carried ten guns 
and a crew of 300 men. Not a vestige of 
the lost ship remains aboro tko water.

Ottawa, Juno 8. 

A commission, consisting of threo 
oniinent engineers, will ho appointed to 
report on tho boat' means of improving 
Montreal Harbour. Tho engineers arc to 
bo one English, ono American, and ono 
Canadian. Mr. Sandford Eleming will 
bo tho Canadian engineer. 

Tho writs for tho general oloction for 
tho Provincial Parliament of Quebec 
woro isauod to-day. Nominations will 
take placo on tho 13th inst., and polling 
on tho 7th of July. 

It ia stated that Professor J. B. Chorri- 
man, of University College, Toronto, will 
bo appointed insurance inspector, under 
tho Act of last woBsion, and Mr. C. E. An- 
derson, formerly Deputy Receiver-Gen- 
eral, and at present in tho Inland Rovo- 
nue Department, is to not as his assist- 
ant.

And tho 
licenses for its sale expire on the 20th of 
June, with no legal possibility of an 
ounce being sold after that dato. The 
loss to the reveuuo which will bo caused 
by the aholution of this traffic will, it is 
estimated, be not far from $25,000 per 
annum. 

A correspondent writing from Kona, 
Hawaii, in tho early part oi tills month, 
says: "Yesterday I saw tho heaviest hail 
storm, at my place ou Hualalai. ever 
witnessed on these Islands.

would bo oxorcisod in tho issuo of mmjra 
rights and business licenses to Chinese 
on tho gold fiolds.
